There must be no. slackening .of 
effort in Canada's health services 
during war-time if the Dominion is 
to make her best contribution  to- 
ward winning the warned Dr 
Gordon Bates.

The statistics are published 
in little book “Heil Hunger’ writ- 
ten by Dr. Martin Gumpert, forme: 
head of the City Clinic in Berlin, 
now a refugee in New York,

ers constantly out of action beca 
of sickness,” Dr. Gumpert reports 

Kighty thousand more persons died 
annually in Hitler Germany than in 
pre-Hitler Germany. The proportion
